Denounces the Socialist Not Because of His Religious

ward his wife and family. Dr Hillis 
said:

"I do not wish to be unkind, but 


there are sins so grievous, so bald, vul- 
gar and crass in their persistency and 
their virulence that they consume the 
mantle of charity. 


"Consider the conceded facts in the 


case. This man marries a young wo- 
man, and is the father of four children, 
almost babies; forms a friendship with 
a young, unmarried woman 
from 


whom he accepts ' money to buy his 
clothes, hats, shoes, and traveling ex- 
penses; against his wife's protest goes 
abroad with this woman friend and 
her mother for a year,; returns to tell 
his wife that he has ceased, to love 


her, but loves another, and persistently 
urges his 
wife to obtain a divorce. 


When the wife is asked by the judge 
if there is any obstacle to their living 
together, she replies, 'No, except in 
my husband's mind.' 


"This man's spokesman and bosom 


friend in New Haven, justifies the fa- 
ther's desertion of the four children 
by saying the woman friend gave the 
wife $100,000 to give her husband up to 
her. Mrs. Herron's friends assert that 
the amount paid was only $60,000. 


"Now, 
some money was paid Mrs. 


Herron, or else it was not. Suppose 
no money was paid her. Why has he 
not denied the statement to save the 
honor of the mother of his children?

STILL UNRIVALED 


Dr, Daniel 
H. Williams, Formerly of 


This City, Does a Wonderful 


Work in Surgery. 


The report from St. Louis of the 


unsuccessful operation of stitching up 
a heart wound has recalled a very in- 
teresting and successful operation of 
this nature which was performed by 
Dr. Daniel H. Williams, a skillful 
surgeon; who formerly resided in this 
city. 
Dr. Williams was at ons time 


associated in partnership 
with the 


late Dr. Henry Palmer and is well- 
known in this city. 
He occasionally 


visits his friends here and many peo- 
ple will be interested in 
knowing 


that he performed an operation which 
is still unrivaled in the -• surgical 
world. 


By his own ability Dr. Williams has 


risen from comparative poverty and 
obscurity to an eminent position in 
the front ranks of bis profession. At 
the time of the operation he was a 
.surgeon in Chicago and later became 
surgeon at the Freedman's hospital, 
Washington, D. C. 


The operation was performed in 


the Provident hospital, 
Thirty-Sixth 


• and Dearborn streets, Chicago, upon 
James Cornish, an expressman', aged 
24, who had been 'stabbed during a 
quarrel. 
He was admitted to the hos- 


pita! on July 9, 1893, when it was dis- 
covered that the wound was about 
one inch long "three-fourths of an 
inch to the left of the sternum, trough 
and in the long axis of the fifth car- 
tillage." 
The report of the operation 


and the patient's recovery was pub- 
lished in the Medical Record March 
27, 1897. 


The wound was dressed, the heart 


exposed and sewed, and the patient 
began to improve from the first. Two 
years after the operation Dr. Williams 
himself saw 'his former patient 
at 


work in the stockyards and he was 
reported well a year later.

be introduced in the butter exhibit 
to be held at this time, and this to- 
gether with the program and discus- 
sions will be profitable to all persons 
interested in this important industry 
of the state. 
There are now nearly 


100 members in the organization and 
others are b,eing continually added to 
it.

A very successful term of the dairy 


school closed on February of 
this 


year. 
Nearly all of the 120 students 


that attended are now employed in 
creameries and cheese factories. Over 
150 applications for butter makers, 
cheese makers and dairymen were 
received at the school in the past four 
months. 


The new instruction 
provided in 


the use and repair of dairy machinery 
and in the making of foreign cheese is 
popular with our students and adds 
to. the advantages gained by the teach- 
ings of this school. 


At the present time plans are being 


prepared for another addition to the 
dairy school building. 
in this exten- 


sion there will be installed an arti- 
ficial refrigeration ^lant, a 
butter 


making room, and a room equipped 
for instruction in pasteurizing milk 
and cream for retail trade. 


• About 5,000 pounds of milk are re- 
ceived daily during the . winter and 
this is used by the students in their 
instruction in butter and' cheese mak- 
ing. 
The next term of the school 


begins in November, 1901.

ceremony the body o£ Abraham Lin- 
coln was transferred yesterday after- 
noon from its temporary vault on Mon- 
ument Hill, .in Oak Ridge cemetery, to 
the tomb in the reconstructed national 
(Lincoln monument. The transfer was 
officially witnessed by the trustees of 
the monument and by the Lincoln 
guard of honor. 
In addition to these 


and several distinguished 
guests 
a 


crowd of 300, people assembled in spite 
Of the secrecy maintained and wit- 
nessed the removal. 
Along with the 


foody of the president the caskets con- 
taining the remains of his wife, his 
three sons "and his grandson 
were 


transferred from the temporary vault 
.to their final resting place. The body 
of the emancipator was placed in the 
marble sarcophagus, where it rested 
"when the nn aceessful 
attempt 
was 


made to steal it on the night of the 
general election in November, 
1876. 


In crypts at the rear of the tomb ars 
ymmured the bodies of the other mem- 
!bers of the family, with two vacant 
crypts reserved for the bodies ot Rob- 
ert T. Lincoln and his wife. 


Lincoln's Relatives Ab«ont. 


"While no blood relation of the presi- 


dent witnessed the transfer, several 
relatives of Mrs. Lincoln were there, 
including Mrs. A. S. Edwards, 
the 


surviving sister

This feeling has been helped along 


by certain parties in this city who 
have told. Beloit people not to worry 
about.their franchise for it would be 
a long time before the road got a fran- 
chise from this city.

introduction of the road and for their 
own selfish interests are working to 
defeat the enterprise. 


The Beloit council did not take any 


action 
in regard to the objections 


raised by Mr. Clough to the franchise 
granted .him at their meeting last 
evening. 
Mr. Clough did not expect 


that they would and was 
surpris- 


ed at the following article which ap- 
peared in The Sentinel'thls morning: 


"The third surprise came when the 


council adjourned without considering 
an amendment to the franchise grant- 
ed to the Beloit, Delavan Lake and 
Janesville . Interurban railway extend- 
ing the time of the franchise to fif- 
ty years instead of thirty years.
